Gen. Eisenhower’s impressive demonstra­ 
tion of popularity in the Massachusetts primary 
puts him within striking distance of Sen. Taft 
in his total of committed delegates. 
While these totals are not necessarily carried 
Into convention voting, they indicate a candi­ 
date's appeal to his own political organization. 
Perhaps the number of write-in votes for Eisen­ 
hower in the Democratic primary in Massa­ 
chusetts meant even more than his Republican 
total. Sen. Taft, too, found a following among 
voters in the Democratic primary . 
With the two front-runners now approx !*- 
mately even (Associated Press tabs Taft at 268, 
Eisenhower at 265), the diape of the Republican 
presidential contest is definite and clear. Neith­ 
er man will start to the convention two months 
from now with a clear advantage. 
Sen. Taft will continue to be favored strongly 
by those who believe hej^ best qualified to carry 
the fight to the opposition; who believe that his 
willingness to do this job for his party would 
make his rejection as its nominee a betray al 
of good faith. 
Gen. Elsenhower will continue to be fav­ 
ored strongly by those who believe he would 
have the best chance to beat any nominee the 
Democrats might put up, just as they believed 
he ha d the best cha nce to keep Sen. Ta ft fro m 
winning by acclamation a nomination he had 
earned by his service to the party . 
The Massachusetts primary leaves no doubt 
chout an old-fashioned “hoss race” in the Re­ 
publican presidential primary . 


Government Will Appeal 
It would not be surprising if the autopsy of 
the New Deal disclosed that death finally was 
caused by stupidity in the Department of Justice. 
That man McGranery , who was called in to 
do a job for his party has had his hands full 
ever since he replaced Harold McGrath. 
As 
Federal Judge Pine indicated in his ruling that 
the steel seizure was illegal, the claim that 
President Truman had a right to do it is nearly 
incredible. 
Perhaps it was this dirty assignment rather 
than the Newbold Morris incident which caused 
McGrath to leave the Department of Justice in 
favor of McGranery . Now that Judge Pine has 
blocked the move, it is going to be dirtier 
than ever. 
The Justice Department’s lawy ers now must 
scurry to the U.S. Supreme Court with an appeal 
to set aside Judge Pine’s ruling. They must 
stand in the American high temple of justice and 
argue with straight faces that a citizen named 
Harry Truman, because of certain political com­ 
mitments he has made, has a clear right to 
seize private property to force its owners to 
give a labor union every thing it wants. 
There are judges on the supreme bench who 
will be tempted to think the government's law­ 
y ers are in contempt of court for daring to pre­ 
sent such an argument in. the highest court’s 
presence. It is not too much to hope that all the 
judges on the supreme bench would feel that 
wa * when this crowning absurdity of Fair Deal 
arrogance finally comes before them on appeal. 


The Boys With The Spoons 
As a topic of parlor discussion, the presi­ 
dential availability of wealthy W. Averell Harri­ 
man is the biggest thing since Henry Wallace 
was taken up by the same crowd — Americans 
for Democratic Action. 
The boy s born with 
valuable spoons in their mouths are endlessly 
interesting. 
Wallace was born with a silver spoon, where­ 
as Harriman’s was solid gold, but the principle 
is the same. The parlor discussion of Harriman 
centers on what causes men like him—and Wal­ 
lace—to gravitate to the left in politics. 
It is the same phenomenon which has loaded 
the British Labor Party with so many men and 
women who never did a day ’s work in their 
lives. The obvious psy chological ex planation is 
that such persons cherish the esteem of those 
who otherwise would be hostile to them because 
of economic differences. 
Other ex planations suggest themselves. One. 
that the most recent converts are alway s the 
most zealous evangelists. Two. that those who 
feel themselves to be on the defensive are the 
most patronizing. Three, that those who know* 
the least about what they are doing are the most 
confident. The situation of the boy s with the 
spoons who suddenly begin to patronize people 
who just work for a living is not unlike that of 
the new rich, who don’t know when to stop. 
Americans for Democratic Action, guardian 
of the original New Deal, thinks it has found a 
real comer in Mr. Harriman, whose distribution 
of public money has marked him as New Dealer.

The Future

Writer Says Depression Now Averted 


The long-range economic effects 
of Judge Pine’s historic ruling are 
a i such transcendent importance 
that it may readily be said that his 
action has really averted for the 
United States a serious depression, 
lf not a monetary catastrophe. 
For what this federal judge—now 
known nationally but known alway s 
in Washinton as a man 
a t high 
character and ability —has decided 
is that private property in Amer­ 
ica is safe against confiscation. 
The great industrial power of the 
nation is not to be weakened any 
longer by a sword of Damocles 
hanging over its head. 
The last few weeks have been 
critical to America. Business and 
industrial leaders have looked ask­ 
ance at the sudden seizure—with­ 
out warrant of law—of the proper­ 
ties of the steel companies. They 
have wondered if they could con­ 
tinue with ex pansion plans. Indeed, 
one company in the steel business 
canceled about $45,000,000 of con­ 
struction for ex panded plant be­ 
cause of the uncertainty surround­ 
ing governmental power to confis­ 
cate at will. In other industries 
grave apprehension and discourge- 
ment were pronounced. 


THE AMERICAN ECONOMIC 
sy stem has been under attack by 
so-called “liberals” ever since the 
New Deal and Fair Deal spokes­ 
men, inside and outside of govern­ 
ment, spread the doctrine that un­ 
der the guise of the “general wel­ 
fare” or under the claim of emer­ 
gency 
powers 
almost 
any thing 
could be done by the President of 
the United States through issu­ 
ance of an ex ecutive order or by 
the Congress in passing a law tak­ 
ing away the rights of thejpeople. 
Gradually there has been an en­ 
croachment, first by the Demo­ 
cratic majority in Congress and 
then by President Franklin Roose­ 
velt and President Truman. When 
Congress ex ceeded its powers and 
delegated to the national recovery 
administration the authority to set 
up “codes of fair competition,” 
the country did not seem inclined 
to question the law, but the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States, 
on May 27, 1935, by a unanimous 
o pinio n decla red tha t sta tute to be 
unconstitutional. 
Indeed, on the same day , the 
Supreme Court said—also unani­ 
mously —that the power of a Pres­ 
ident to remove a member of the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission, 
a 
quasj-judicial body , was not un­ 
limited and that Congress by law 
could specify the limitations, and 
that they must be respected. 
About the only reason Mr. Roose­ 
velt had given for removing a 
commissioner was that the mind 


of Mr. Humphrey did not “go 
along with that of the President.” 
Hie significant nature of the opin­ 
ion af the Supreme Court in re­ 
buking FDR for his usurpation of 
power was not widely publicized at 
the time because the NKA decision 
overshadowed it 


YET THESE RASIC constitu­ 
tional decisions have much to do 
with whether American business 
moves ahead in our times. With 
socialism being introduced in many 
countries today , and the power of 
the state over the citizen increas­ 
ing, the owners of property and 
the managers of businesses have 
become apprehensive. 
I 
What Judge Pine wrote will be 
studied by many lawy ers, because 
! it defines constitutional law on 
points that have never been the 
| subject of a judicial challenge he- 
! fore. But the lay men—persons in 
all walks of life—are equally affect- 
| ed. An economic depression was in 
; the offing as a consequence of Mr. 
Truman’s arbitrary seizure of the 
steel plants. As confidence in pri­ 
vate property was weakened, so al­ 
so would confidence in the dollar 
have been diminished. 
Despite 
the 
uncertainties 
in 
other countries, there would have 
been a gradual flight from the dol­ 
lar—a tendency to put capital funds 
in other countries. There alway s 
is such a danger any way when a 
governmental 
budget is 
unbal­ 
anced, but what made it worse last 
month was that one agency of 
the government was endeavoring to 
prevent another agency of the gov­ 
ernment from collecting more and 
more from the revenues that were 
being earned by the steel com­ 
panies. This was due to an effort to 
place a ceiling on earnings with­ 
out authority from Congress. 


AMERICA CAN look forward now 
to a period of industrial growth 
and ex pansion as a consequence 
of the ex plicit and implicit assur­ 
ances given in Judge Pine’s deci­ 
sion. For, whether the case ever 
gets up 
to the Suprem e Court of 
the United States 
for 
review— 
which may not happen if the steel 
co ntro v ersy is so lv ed by the two 
I sides through collective bargain­ 
ing—a lesson in constitutional law 
has been taught that will enable 


I American business to feel secure 
against the arbitrary action of gov­ 
ernment. 
It’s a lesson that Congress itself 
has learned, and therefore it may 
be said that the climate in which 
production, planning, and financing 
of growing enterprises can be un­ 
dertaken hereafter will be far bet­ 
ter than it has been in 20 y ears.

Perhaps we should be as con­ 
cerned about this as those who 
worry about Indians. Perhaps it 
isn’t safe for a civilization to move

hold of the old. But how could it 
be arranged? 
Who is going to drive a span of 
ox en in an age of tractors? 
In 
those underprivileged parts of the 
country so backward ox en are 
still being used of necessity , there 
is a big push to snatch the natives 
into modernity . They must be 
forced to share in progress. 
Their

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The State Can Do No Wrong

President Truman's assertions, 
directly or indirectly , concerning 
his powers, are not the unconsider­ 
ed statements of an angry or tired 
man. They originate in a 
philoso­ 
phy o f the Sta te which ha s been 
given thought for at least 
a cen- 
i tury in modern 
times. It used to 
be called Social­ 
ism; today it is 
often called “the 
welfare state.” 
Henry A. Wal­ 
lace once stated 
the c a s e with 
greater f r a nk - 
ness than 
Mr. 
Truman dares to 
e m pl o y . 
He 
said: 
“All those who 
are concerned about the welfare 
state and call it statism are afraid 
of the future. The future belongs to 
the welfare state and there is no 
alternative short of anarchy on the 
one side or complete totalitarian­ 
ism on the other. Those who evoke 
a strong feeling for ancient cus­ 
toms and ancient institutions in or­ 
der to preserve anarchic capital­ 
ism can only succeed eventually 
in throwing us into the totalitarian­ 
ism of the right . . 


BY “ANARCHIC CAPITALISM,” 
Henry Wallace obviously meant 
private enterprise, competition, the 
free use of earnings—the mechan­ 
isms of capitalism which are char­ 
acteristic of the American econo­ 
my . When Mr. Truman seized the 
steel industry , he did nothing more 
reprehensible, from the American 
standpoint, than Mr. Roosevelt did 
when he made gold a government 
monopoly , or than he did when he 
used 
government 
funds, 
taken 
from the tax pay er, to set up “y ard­ 
stick industries.” 
It is all part of a theory that the 
necessities of the State over-ride 
the rights of the individual. 
Those who favor 
the 
welfare 
state fall into the fallacy that the 
State can do no wrong; that is, that 
those in control can do no wrong

President Truman takes the posi­ 
tion, for instance, that he has “in­ 
herent powers," that his powers 
are “unlimited" when they affect 
the general welfare, of which he is 
the so le judg e. Henry Wa lla ce 
would regard Mr. Truman neither 
as a philosopher nor a New Dealer; 
y et Wallace’s ideas have left a per­ 
manent mark upon the thinking of 
those who, by intellectual superior­ 
ity , control Mr. Truman’s mind. 
It is startling to think of what 
passed as wisdom 
in Roosevelt 
day s. One need only to read Whit­ 
taker Chambers’s book, “Witness," 
to note the glib conversation among 
such persons as Harry Dex ter 
White, who was the brains of the 
Treasury , or Alger Hiss, who was 
the brains of the State Department, 
or George Silverman, who rose to 
high position in the Air Force, to 
realize what a devil’s brew was 
being concocted for us. 
Henry Wallace wrote: 
", . . With the passing of the 
feudal age humanity emerged from 
the age of status to the age of con­ 
tract. Under the rule of status in 
the Middle Ages each person was 
assigned to a particular spot and 
a particular job. The age of con­ 
tract brought freedom, stimuating, 
creative, and anarchic. It unleash­ 
ed great threes which resulted in 
great wars. Now humanity is ready 
to pass from the more or less en­ 
lightened selfishness of one age of 
contract to the age of the general 
welfare." 


THIS IS A paraphrase of a fam­ 
ous passage in Karl Marx ’s “Com­ 
munist Manifesto," but that is not 
to say that Wallace is or ever was 
a Ma rx ist. Ho wev er, in 
the jumble 
of ideas which produces the wel­ 
fare state, Socialism is the pre­ 
vailing concept It is alway s essen­ 
tial to do good in order to increase 
manpower. 
Manpower is a word of slavery , 
for in a free society , man is what 
matters, the individual man, not 
the mass. Manpower involves the 
idea of human beings manipulated 
by the State; fed and clothed and 
housed by those who know what is 
best for them—by the great minds 
that are never wrong, even when 
they produce disasters, like the 
one in Korea. Manpower means 
that the human being is only as 
good as his production—to each ac­ 
cording to what he produces. 
It is an immoral concept because 
it ignores individuality , taste, de­ 
sire. Suppose a fellow risks pover­ 
ty to be a poet and can’t pay tax es, 
is it such a wrong idea? Suppose a 
man wants to produce nothing but 
ideas that nobody accepts, like So­ 
crates or Galileo—is he sent to the 
mines? The sanctity of the individ­ 
ual man is lost in the concept of 
manpower. 
Yet, that is what the welfare 
staters believe to be true—the 
State can do no wrong and who­ 
ever controls the State is king.

A newspaper, like the com­ 
ae,

has vitality of its own. There is no reason why 
good newspapers and good towns should fail to 
grow together endlessly * even though those who 
make them must grow old themselves and die. 
The one thing a newspaper must have to en­ 
dure is freedom. America has had a free press 
ever ainee its founding. That is the only reason 
why today it has the greatest press in the world, 


IT HAS BEEM FREE for so long that most 
people in this 
co untry take their newspapers for 
et anted. It would come as a dramatic shook 
to them if some day they awoke to find their 
newspaper could print only items that had been 
approved by a government censor. 
Yet this is a daily fact to minions of people 


liv in g in dictator-ridden countries They are told 
ex actly what the dictator wants them to know— 
and nothiifg more. 
What is it like to live in such a country ? 
It is alway s to live in doubt about what la hap­ 
pening. what really Is going on, not only 
hi y our 
own country but in the rest 
cu the world. Truth 
and propaganda become intertwined. 
Rumor 
and gossip ride the land. The final result Is that 
no sensible man can afford to believe any thing 
he reads or hears. All he can ultimately be sure 
of Is how the dictator spells his name. 
In such countries newspapers that try to 
remain free are ruthlessly suppressed. A bought 
partisan p rest then voices, parrot fashion, any 
nonsense those In power decree It shall print. 
This daily barrage of misinformation may stir 
the o lder g enera tio n to rebellio us disbelief; 
but 
it twists to its own sinister purpose y ounger 
minds growing up, minds that never had e 
chance to sift truth from falsity because they 
never were ex posed to truth. 


A FREE WORLD PRESS is the only real 
hope to world understanding $ a bought press 
is the greatest barrier. 
It is this liberty to tell the truth that makes 
American newspapermen, by and large, so 
fiercely proud of their craft. The may or, the 
governor or the President can’t tell them: “You 
print this—y ou don’t print that" They write the 
news ss it happens. 
Often the best reporters are those who re­ 
fuse to go to the big cities. They would rather 
make their careers on newspapers In the com­ 
munity of their choice. One of the greatest, 
William Allen White, won world fame in Empor­ 
ia, Kan. It proved a better springboard for him 
than New York, Washington or Chicago did fur 
scores of his contemporaries. 
The size of a city has never been an index 
to the quality of its newspapers—or Its news­ 
papermen. Some of the best have alway s bees 
located in small or medium-sized communities, 
A man likes to feel that what he has invested 
his life In was worthwhile—and will go on. AV 
though the average reporter doesn't spend muck 
of his time talking about it, that is one of the 
privileges of newspaper work—it has continuity 
of life. You may wear out, but the newspaper 
will g o on, serving its community . 
All survey s today show that American news­ 
papers are of higher quality , are* read mors 
widely , than ever before. They probably will 
continue to be. so long as they remain free to 
be the voice of the people.

Quarrel Of Faction; 


CLEVELAND WI — Emil Rieve 
began his seventh two-y ear term 
today as president of the Textile 
Workers Union amid evidence that 
a once-rumored break-up of the 
big CIO union would not develop. 
. Delegates representing the 400,- 
000 members of the union elected 
Kieve and all 25 candidates he sup­ 
ported to office y esterday , reject­ 
ing a slate headed by George Bal- 
danzi, who had 
been executive 
vice president of the union since 
it was founded in 1939. 
Rieve got 1,223 v o tes to 72X1 fo r 
Baldanzi in winning the 316,000-a- 
y ear president’s jo b. No 
o ther 
candidate on 
B&ldanzi's slate hit 
700 votes, and all the Rieve candi­ 
dates piled up around 1,200 each. 
Shortly after the results were 
announced, Rieve was asked if be 
would give Baldanzi an appointive 
job in the union. He replied that 
he would “give it serious consider­ 
ation.0 
“Obviously there will be scars 
left for a long time” from this bit­ 
ter dispute, Rieve said, “but they 
will heal,’* He said he didn’t think 
there was “any danger of seces­ 
sion” on the part of the beaten fac­ 
tion. 
Baldanzi wished the victorious 
candidates “every success” on the 
convention floor and said later he 
would have no part of any seces­ 
sion move. “I’m just a member of 
the union now,” he declared. 
Before 
the 
convention—which 
ends today —began on Monday , 
there were rumors that if the Bal­ 
danzi forces lost the election they 
would hold their own “rump” con­ 
vention next week. 
Baldanzi, 45, a persuasive orator, 
has clashed with the 59 -y ear-old 
Rieve openly for nearly three 
y ears while serving in the union’s 
second highest post, the $13,500-a- 
y ear executive vice presidency . 
Baldanzi said he wanted more de­ 
mocracy in the union, including 
election of some officers now ap­ 
pointive. 


Aviation Officials 


Rap TV Towers 


WASHINGTON 
—The aviation 
industry is lining up strongly 
against the prospective mushroom­ 
ing of television towers across the 
nation. 
The Air Transport Association, 
an organization of the major air­ 
lines, has asked the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission to place 
a limit on the height of the towers 
now that it has lifted the freeze on 
new television stations. 
Ultra-high frequency transmit­ 
ters would require towers of 1,200 
to 2,000 feet and the association 
does not want them that tall. The 
Air Line Pilots Association has not­ 
ified the Civil Aeronautics Board 
that “erection of steel needles 
1,000, 1,500 and 2,000 feet above 
the surface, within or immediately 
adjacent to airport control zones 
and airway s, will seriously affect 
the safe and efficient operation of 
present and future air transporta­ 
tion.” 
Clarence N. 
Say en, 
Chicago, 
president of the pilots association, 
said it would be much better to 
regulate tower construction now 
“than to have them moved or raz­ 
ed after it is proven, through air 
crashes, that they are unsafe.” 
Larry Cates, pilots association 
Washington representative, said in 
a statement that the lifting of the 
freeze and the resulting rush of 
TV station applications, is “one of 
the most serious hazards to ab­ 
ime operations this country has 
faced.”

Legislators 
Favor Longer 
State Terms 


AKRON UP—Longer terms for 
Ohio’s governor, treasurer, secre­ 
tary of state and attorney general 
Is the aim of members of the 
state’s General Assembly . 
A majority now in the legislature 
think ifs high time this change be 
made at once. Twenty -eight states 
have four-y ear terms for their top 
elective officials. 
Ohio is the largest of the 48 
states with two-y ear terms for 
these offices. Only the auditor of 
state is elected for four y ears here. 


Eighty -eight House and Senate 
members prefer four-y ear terms. 
only 17 want no change and six re­ 
fused to comment. 
Members of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives were 72 to 14 in favor of 
the change Three did not answer. 
Senate members tallied 16 to 3 for 
four-y ear terms with three abstain­ 
ing. 
It would require a constitutional 
amendment to change the length of 
terms. This could be done by the 
legislature or by a constitutional 
conventical. 
Both Democrats and Republicans 
favor making this move at tile 
next session of the General Assem­ 
bly . Members of both parties said 
they will insist this be made a part 
of their respective party ’s cam­ 
paign programs. 
Many believe state representa­ 


tives and senators also shook! ba 
elected to four y ear terms. 
Rcpt. John J. Ly nch, Jr., Youngs­ 
town Democrat, said: “It takes so 
much time and money to be elect­ 
ed to a state office that the present 
two-y ear term is too short to just­ 
ify

Another Chapter In The Story 
Behind The Seizure 
Of The Steel Mills 


(An Editorial From The New York 


Daily Mirror, April 26, 1952) 


Politics, No t Gov ernment 


Slowly it all comes out. That is something that the news sup* 
pressors in Washington do not seem to understand. 
In Russia, the 
news can be suppressed at the source, because they shoot those who 
do not conform to the dictates of the masters. 
Here, where the 
worst the President can do is to call a man a liar, the news will in 
time be available and published. 


So, it happens that John C. Bane, Jr. , industry member of the 
Wage Stabilization Board's special steel panel, appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Labor and Public Welfare to tell of the irreg­ 
ular procedures in that board when the so- called "steel package" 
came up for action. Mr. Bane said: 


"What I do kno w that wo uld ex plain the strang eness o f the bo ard's 
ex trav ag ant wag e reco mmendatio n is v ery little. As I hav e stated# 
a departure fro m the reg ulatio ns was no t sug g ested at any meeting 
o f the panel o r the bo ard until late o n the afterno o n o r ev ening o f 
' 
March 20ih, ai a meeting an ho ur o r so befo re the bo ard's reco m­ 
mendatio ns were published. "At that meeting , the public members * 
who attended, o perating as usual under the po tent leadership o f Mr. 
Feinsing er, presented o ne by o ne the reco mmendatio ns which made 
up the 'packag e' published later that ev ening . Amo ng them was 
the reco mmendatio n that wag es be increased by the 
UVi-cmt to 
17l/2-cenl series o f steps. No industry member o f the bo ard o r the 
panel had ev er heard o f this pro po sal until then. In spite o f thai, the 
wag e reco mmendatio n, like all o thers in the case, was appro v ed at 
o nce, witho ut discussio n, by the v o tes o f the nubile and labo r mem­ 
bers o f the bo ard.. 


Here is o ne o f the mo st v ital questio ns in o ur eco no my , a decis­ 
io n reg arding which led to the seizure o f the steel plants and the e- 
nunciaiio n by the President o f a do ctrine o f inherent po wers—which 
is g o v ernment by o biter dicta and no t by law — and o ne ho ur's 
no tice is all that is g iv en fo r its co nsideratio n. 
That is po litics, no t g o v ernment The decisio ns are no t made 
by tho se who assume respo nsibility fo r them. 


Actually , the Wag e Stabilizatio n Bo ard it a packed ag ency . The 
labo r and public members v o te to g ether ag ainst the industry mem­ 
bers. The bo ard is do minated by its chairman. Nathan P. Feinsing ­ 
er, who has. since 1947#’o ppo sed the Taft-Hartley Law and is no t 
likely to use its pro v isio ns if he can help using them. Mr. Bane's 
statement repeats the questio n: "WHY DID THE BOARD DEPART 
FROM ITS REGULATIONS? " 
Obv io usly . Mr. Feinsing er do es no t find it necessary to abide by 
reg ulatio ns o r ev en to repo rt .to his o wn bo ard. 
Mr. Bane co n­ 
cluded: 


"• • • It no w means that the bo ard has no particular stand­ 
ards o r limits in the establishment o f wag es. Its o nly standard is to 
be its o wn mo re o r less discreet pleasure. What a unio n g ets, in 
sho rt, under this precedent, may depend o n its peculiar standing in 
the fav o r o r disfav o r o f the bo ard, and perhaps the amo unt o f po lit­ 
ical and so cial pressure it can ex ert o n the public members o f the 
bo ard. To an American lawy er, g o v ernment o f this kind is abho r­ 
rent; it is g o v ernment by men, no t by law." 


Naturally, when a president rules without law, his subordinates 
will imitate him. 
Now every little bureaucrat will make his own 


rules and change them at will. The law is being subordinated not 
only to the whim of the President, but to the wishes of little board 
chairmen. 


Maybe Congress needs to investigate whether Congress itself 
has anything to do with the laws of this country.

As with wines, there are vintage periods in automotive pro­ 
duction and it can be safely said that such a period has dawned 
for American cars—for the first time in a great many y ears! 
The Aero Willys is the latest confirmation of this optimistic 
viewpoint. It’s a car which is absolutely certain to shak e the 
industry to its very fo undatio ns. Remember, this isn’t an ad­ 
vertisement you’re readingR5>ur job is to give you accurate 
information as we see and record it. The new Willys is a com­ 
pletely sensational machine and all you have to do is drive one 
to prove that statement to yourself.

Long Time No Willys 


A lot of people have wondered if the Willys-Overland com*, 
pany would ever go back to passenger car production. After all, 
the mak ers of “the world’s most useful vehicles” seemed to 
have their hands full meeting military contracts and supplying 
the ever-growing home and export demand for the most func­ 
tional car of all time, the Jeep. But w*hen Willys did mak e the 
decision to re-enter the passenger car field, Jeep-ty pe think ing 
ruled them: every inch of the car must be carefully, function­ 
ally engineered. American and European body designers, aero­ 
nautical and automotive engineers collaborated to produce one 
of the sanest, soundest, cleverest vehicles that this country has 
seen in decades. There are countless tributes to be paid the 
new Willys; one of them is to say that it’s the Jeep of passenger 
cars. 
Prove lf Yourself 
If all this sounds unduly rhapsodic and too much lik e a paid 
commercial, we repeat: get out there and drive a Willys for 
yourself. This is the car; the wheelbase is short, the treat is 
wide, and cornering ability is as good as that of most foreign 
sports cars! Both front and rear seats are as wide as those of 
most of the biggest autos and wider than most of the com­ 
petition. Luggage space is actually more than the average 
car-buy er will peed Rider and driver comfort is hard to beat. 
Acceleration is remark able—better than that of certain 
famous winners of stock car races. The engine is almost 
unbeatable for efficiency, producing .56 bhp for each cubic 
inch of its size! Fuel consumption is comparable to that of 
the European flyweights but the car is not a little car. Top 
speed— clock ed at 8 4.11 mph by the MOTOR TREND Research 
staff—is as good as that achieved by the other cars in this class. 
And all this comes from an engine of 161 cu. in.—2.64 liters— 
which revs fast and high but has the healthy piston speed of 
a mere 2566 fpm at 4400 rpm. 
Body And Interior 
The Aero Willys body appealed to us as having attractive 
lines, but the most amazing thing about this body, in our 
opinion, is its very evident aerodynamic correctness. An ob­ 
vious demonstration of this was experienced when we were 
storming along at 60 or 70 mph with the driver’s window open. 
In most autos, this produces a terrific turbulence within the 
passenger compartment. The driver’s left ear is buffeted, 
the roar drowns out all other sound, and prolonged cruising 
under these conditions causes considerable fatigue. Incredibly 
enough, it's NOT this way in the Willys: it mak es no practical 
difference whether the window is open or closed at these 
speeds. There’s no noticeable increase in sound, no fatigue, 
no drafV-just gentle ventilation. To us, this implies good, 
careful engineering. 
On dusty roads, the car’s minimum wind drag was indi­ 
cated by the unusually small disturbance of dust. Instead 
of the usual billowing cloud, there were just two swirls—from 
the tires and from the trailing edges of the rear fenders. 
Naturally , this is a big factor in the Willys’ fuel economy at 
high speeds. 
The roominess of this “small” car is difficult to get used 
to. You feel that it has no right to be there—y et six passengers 
can relax in solid, spacious comfort. Upholstery is neat and 
attractive; so is the instrument panel. MT Research was im­ 
pressed by the excellent positioning of the steering wheel, 
which gives the driver powerful leverage and effortless con­ 
trol. The steering gear ratio is slow compared to any sports 
car but, in spite of this, the Willys, is responsive in your hands. 
The window area is immense and the seating position is— 
despite the car’s lowness—high. Visibility is conseq uently of 
the best, even for the rear seat passengers who, for a change, 
have a good view of the road ahead. The driver’s view in­ 
cludes FOUR fenders and the sloping hood lets him see the 
ground IO short feet ahead. The Willys rides lik e any good 
American car—softly, gently, never bottoming its springs. The 
passengers are cradled gently between the axles and enjoy 
top comfort as a result. 
The doors close with the gentlest pressure and the 8 000- 
plus welds** in the unit-constructed body promise continued 
absence of body noises. Although underseal is not standard, 
careful design has k ept road noise to a minimum; there is 
no irritating “slap” of tires on pour joints in concrete pave­ 
ment . “3-M” undersea! or its eq uivalent would do this car 
good—as it does any car. 
The things we didn’t lik e were few and some are men­ 
tioned at the end of this report. The others are: the sq uab 
(back of the front seat) fold forward to permit use of the 
rear seat. This unsafe feature (fly-swatter effect when you 
hit something hard) is typical of two-door cars having a back 


“A Universal Automotive 
Wherever we took the Aero we were struck by its perfect 
adaptability to the conditions. Die car is Weal in tra ffic- 
small enough to maneuver lik e an acrobat, possessed of en­ 
ough accelerating power to mak e the maneuvering agile rn 
every way. On the straightaway the car remained docile and 
stable right up to top speed and was barely bothered by 
powerful crosswinds. 
But in the mountains the fun really begins. There’s a 
3 0- 
mile stretch on our test course that consists of climbing, 
twisting mountain road. Woron, Bod ley, and I were contin­ 
ually amazed by the Willys* astonishing cornering character* 
istics. Our confidence in the car grew with every turn we put 
it through: no matter how hard we threw it Into turns, 
it 
would not break loose either fore or aft. Only on dirt or on 
sandy pavement did this happen at 
ail, and then the 
car 
showed no tendency to rotate, but only to go into a short, 
safe controlled slide. Sports car behavior certainly puts the 
fun back in driving and Woron commented, “This is the 
best-handling American stock car I’ve ever driven.'* 
The brak es of our test car were subjected to a very des­ 
tructive beating but fade was never a factor. Unexpected ae 
it is in a modern mass-produced car, the Willys* fine brak e 
drums have deep cooling fins which mak e a sizeable con­ 
tribution to brak e reliability . 
High Efficiency, Low Price 
Highly efficient engines, when they can be found at all, 
are almost without exception to be found among the most 
costly cars. The general engine lay out of the WJllys is very 
similar to the modern Rolls-Royce. Using the economical, 
L-head, six-cylinder engine as a spring-board, Willys has 
created an F-head power plant with extremely straight- 
through porting, which mak es for good breathing and fine 
torq ue. The torq ue curve (and hence the acceleration* stay s 
a good way up in the rpm range. The F-head engine—overhead 
intak e valves; L-head, block -contained exhaust valves*—-allows 
the use of oversize valves and porta and a spark -plug position 
close to the center of the combustion chamber, providing an 
even flame travel. This design accounts for the Aero engine’* 
ability to combine a 7.6:1 compression ratio with “regular'* 
fuel for .smooth performance and fuel economy. 
Marvelous MPG 
The first fuel check we made (all were made with Mob! I gas 
“ regular” ) was in traffic and work ed out to 25.3 mpg! The 
traffic was fairly light and we were in overdrive, but such 
excellent mileage came as a shock . Under the most brutal 
conditions of creeping through dense traffic and hitting most 
of the signals wrong, the lowest fuel consumption figure 
recorded for the Aero Willys was an evfrn 15 mpg. The best 
mileage on the open highway was 33.0 mpg, at a steady 
30 mph. 
Perfection? Not Y e t . . . 
Our test car was one of the first to leave the line of the 
Willys West Coast assembly plant and we noticed definite 
room for improvement in many parts of the machine. The 
clutch dragged, even with the pedal depressed for 20 seconds, 
causing the transmission gears to rotate and clash when 
shifting from neutral to non-synchro low 
cwt reverse. This 
could be avoided by dropping into high and THEN flipping 
the lever to low or reverse. Too, the shifting link age was un­ 
necessarily stiff. Both the glove compartment and the mask ­ 
ing around the bottom of the front seat were cheaply , hastily 
executed and were out of k eeping with the overall high q uality 
of engineering that mark s the machine. Finally , definite de­ 
fects were noted in the fit of several body panels. 
When we returned the Aero to the factory we reported 
these things to the Service Manager. Not only did he agree 
with every criticism—he showed us directives from the home 
factory calling for correction of all the faults we had found. 
The Future 
Ifs unfortunate that we cannot prepare a Cost Per Mile 
Comparison for the Aero Willys, due to lack of maintenance 
and depreciation data. Obviously, from what we’ve said, it 
will be one of the most economical cars to operate of ANY 
available in the work ! today. An assumed low depreciation 
rate is a large contributing factor to this argument. 
The new Willy* is one of the most outstanding cars of the 
post-war period and success in America should do a lot for 
Willys stock holders. But something else which intrigues us 
is, what will its success be in the export field? 
American cars are esteemed the world over for their room­ 
iness, comfortable suspension, reasonably luxurious interiors, 
and for their power. European cars are prized for their 
economy and for their usually superior handling q ualities. 
Willys seems to us of MOTOR TREND RESEARCH to have 
blended ail the best qualities of bo th scho o l* o f engineering 
and style. Ifs as ideal for the overseas mark et as it la for us 
at home-—if s the po st-war era’s to p co ntender fo r the title o f 
Universal Car.
